PRUSSIA.

Based on its standing army, Pruisia 
grew stozdily pore shameless in rapacity, 
as the Silesian question shows. To under- 
atand this, we must go back for a moment 
to the Great Elector, who by brotherhood 
boritage and otherwise’ claimed four 
Gilesian duchies. The Emperor denied 
tho validity of the claim, but finally 
Offered the Elector Schwiebus in exchange ; 
in 1666 the Elector accepted Schwicbus 
in satisfaction of bis eluims, and wok 
possession. This in fact ended the 
Diatter, But Austria had been finding 
qmoney for the Elector’s son (King 
Vrederick £.); and mn exchange sho wok 
from him u deed promising to return 
Schweisbus to Austria on his uccession. 
bor seven yours Frederick refused ‘to 
awake good dis bond; at last he gave up 
Schwiebus, but declured that his rights 
to the four duchics thereon revived. They 
could not revive, ag it was 4 separate 
$runsaction ; however, he bequeathed these 
claims to his son, and his son again to 
his-son, Frederick LL, called the Great. 
To :t'redorick,. who coveted Silesia, the 
alleged claims came handy.. Tho throne 
f Austria had descended wo girl, Mania 
Theresw; and her father before his death 
had obtained a guarantee of the instru- 
ment which settled her rights (the 
Pragmatic Sanction) from al} the Chief 
Powers, among them Frederick William 
4, of Prussia, Frederick, on bor geces- 
sion, Went ‘out of bis way, not only to 
recognise afresh her right to the throne, 
but to offer her military aid in case of 
acd. This donc, bo promptly invaded 
Gilesia; from this vantage post be again 
impudently offered the Queen help against 
ber other enemies if sho would satisfy 
bis claims, The war Jasted for five years, 
Bredorick alternately joining and desert- 
ing che euewmies of Austria as suited him; 


but at the peace he retained the wholo of 
Bilesia. 


It wae the first example on a great 
scaly of Prusgian Iriteressen-Politik, 
Tho theory is this, An “ intereat”’ con- 
fers a “right.” If tho victim declines 
to satisfy the inverest, bo in effect robs you 
of your national “ rights’; aod there- 
fore war is ' forced" on you in defence 
of those ‘‘‘rights,”’ o ‘defensive’ war 
‘which you never willed.’” Every Prussian 
war ever since, including the present war, 
dus naturally been ‘ defensive.” ‘Let 
uy edd that if you have tha misfortune 
nut to posses an ‘' interest’ at the point 
required you qin always manufacture 
ena for the occasion, ae Germany did in 
our day in Morocco, : 

In 1152 Frederick, believing be wus 
uying, drew up. a testament foi his 
successor. Lt pointed out the desirability 
of acquiring by conquest Electoral Saxony 
and compensating the Elector of Saxony 
with Bohemia, which must be taken from 
Austris for the purpose. Frederick 
recovered; but Kaunits the Austria Chan. 
cellor knew that he contemplated a'sccond 

_ dismemberment of Austria and formed a 
league agains, him with France and 
Russia. The Russian army begaa to 
smove Wo soon; though countermanded, 
it gave Frederick his excuse for pretend. 
ing that he was undertaking a “ preven- 
tive” war, But ho attacked neither Russia 
nor Austria; ho invaded Saxony (August, 
1758) and called on the Elector to join 
“him. He said that at the outsef appear- 
ances might ba against him; but that on 
his honour ho would hold tho Elector’s 
interests sacred if he would join him 
against Austria. The parallel with the 
invasion of Belgium tn 1914 is close. 
“Lhe Elector refused; Frederick ravaged 
Saxony mercilessly and filled his army 
with impressed Saxons.. We ‘need not 
atrrative the course of the Seven Years’ 
War; Frederick was saved, when at the 
last gasp, by the death of the: Czarina 
Elisabeth, tho new Czar, the madman 
Peter ILI., at once offered him both peaco 
and alliance. Hw had brought untold 
inisery op Europo and half ruined 
Pruasia; and he did not get Electoral 
Saxony, though he even offered East 
Prosaia in exchange. But he kept Silesia, 

The second attempt to dismember 
Austria bad failed. With Poland Frode- 
rick succeeded better. ‘The idea of parti- 
tioning Poland wus no new thing in 
Prussia; Fredvxice’s grandfather had 

soposed it without sucocss both : to 

harlea XIX. and to Peter the Great; 
Eeederick now took it up. afresh. By 


it waa known to France and Austria F 


thut be meant to seek ‘ compensation ” in 
‘Poland for tho subsidies which he bad 
agreed to pay Oatherine of Russia -for 
der Torkish war.

REVENUE. AND EXPENDITURE IN

In the House: of Commons, - recently, 


“Mr. Ilingworth, ia his statement as Post" 


mastér-Goneral, on the work of the Post. 
Office, suid it’ had been rendered specially. 
difficult by reason of the fact that 75,000 
of the younger men had beon called: up 
for military service. 
The gross revenue of the Post Office 
for the past financial year was 
234,100,000, an inorease of £440,000. over 
the previous year, and £3,250,000 more 
than in the year 1913-14, ° 


The ‘expenditure was £31,760,000, us 
compared with £30,235,000 in the previ- 
ous. year, and showed an increase of 
no lesy than £7,600,000 over 1913-14. 


When they came to the excess. of re- 
venue ‘over expenditure at the first sight 
the figure did not appear to be very satis- 
factory.

ALMY'd MAIL BAG. | 


The large increase in the Army had 
mado it necessary to get up o very large 
establishtnet for dealing with the Army 
post. ‘The staff consisted of cighty-fivo 
officers and over 4,000 non-commisaioned 
officers and men. Some 99,000 bags of 
parcels and over 40,000 bags of letters 
were Kent overseas every week, contain- 
ing somewhere about 300,000 parcely an 
over 10,000,000 letters. Over 8,000,000 
letters per week came post free from the 
troops. The Christmas traffic for the 
Army was particularly heavy, During 
last Christinas week some 30,000,000 let- 
ters wero sent abroad, as against 9,000,000 
in 1915, and 5,000,000 parcels, as against 
3,000,000 in 1916. There wag a mail: to 
Balonika with three or four despatches 
per week. The letters usually took about 
twelve days, and the parcels, which were 
despatched once .a week, about threo 
weeks. The Mesopotamia military mail, 
which went once a week, usually carried 
200,000 letters and 10,000 parcels, 

Prisoners of war and interned civilians 
were also catered for by the Post Office. 
The Central Prisoners of War Committee 
had been get up for the more regular and 
equitable distribution of the parcela sent 
from various associations in this country 
to prisoners of War and interned civilians 
abroad, and he understood that a com- 
mittee of members of both Houses was 
being formed to look into its management 
and organisation. The Post Office was 
only responsible for the delivery of the 
parcels. According to the latest return 
the number of British prisoners of war 
and civilians interned in Germany was 
42,831, as against 30,710 last year. 1 
number ‘of parcels sent “from. the United 
Kingdom to those’ prisoners each. week 
wos about 85,000 as against 84,000 a year 
ago. The average number of letters sent 
per week this year was 80,000 as against 

000 last year. ' 

he number of German prisoners of 
war and interned civilians in Great Bri- 
tain was 58,138 as against 40,821 last year, 
The average: number of parcels vreceived 
each week for these prisoners was 9,260, 
as against 18,500 last year. The money 
orders sent from. Germany for these 
prisoners pumbered this year 3,815 5 
against 1,95) last year. The total value 
thig year was £2,241, as againgt £1,568 
last year. The number of letters received 
each week by these prisoners was 187,000. 

Not many innovations had. been made 
during the past year, but a very impor- 
tant one was the alteration of the London 
address by the addition of a number to 
the letters denoting a postal district, At 
the present time 40 per cent. of the letters 
were addressed in this way, resulting’ ia 
a saving of £4,000 per annum. He hoped 
the public would address letters in the 
new way, 80 as to simplify the work of 
the Post Office and ensure a better de: 
livery, which was in the interests of 
everybody. 

A large addition had been made-to ‘the 
work of: the department during the war 
in consequence of the payment of Army. 
and “Navy allowances and pensions. 
Some offices had to make several thou 
sand of these payments. every woek. 
/Taking the whole ‘country, at least) 
4,000,000 payments were made qery week, 

Tho Post Office Savings Bank, had. 
rendered great service to the nation and 
to the Exchequer in the management of 
the subscriptions and application - for 
War Loan. 

Since. the beginning of the war tho 
applications recoived for War Loan, 
xchequer. Bonds, and War ‘Savings 

Certificates amounted to the large and 

very satisfactory figure of £191,000,000, 

It was not knowd how much had been 
withdrawn from the Post Office Savings 
Bank, but it was estimated that it might

New loca} and non-local storm 
signals codes will be introduced 
st Hongkong on July lst, in place of 
the old Loca] Code and the China Const 
Code. 

The principal change in the Local Code 
in that the new signals will show ‘the 
direction from which the gale is expected, 
whereas the old signals showed the posi- 
tion of the typhoon. The latter will be 
indicated, a8 heretofore, by the non- -loca} 
signals. The new Local Code is given’ 
below:
